COUNCIL PROVIDES FUNDS 


FOR ENSUING* 


Allow $1,000 for 
A Municipal Park 


Also set Aside $1,5OO for Purchase 


of Street Flusher and Team of 
Horses—Portion of Avenue and 
Alley Vacated 


The city council had an unusually busy session Monday even- 


ing. 


The plan to establish a city park at the fair grounds \viih an 


appropriation «f $1.000. met with favor and the amount was in- 
cluded in the appropriation ordinance for 1he" first >5x months of 
1913. 


The city will be provided with a new street flusher at a cost 


of $1,500 this amount also being voted by the council. 


It is shown that the system of flushing as advocated by Direct- 


or of Public Service George Cat on will prove a great deal more 
satisfactory and economical to the city. It is thought that the new 
tank can be purchased and equipped for the amount named which 
includes the purchase of a team of horses to draw the cleaner. 


According to present plans an addition to the City fire station 


will be built in which the horses can be kept. 


Flusher vs Sweeper 


Some controversy was caused 


as to whether or not the new 
flusher would prove more efficient 
than the sweeper which has been 
used in the past. 


Health Officer 
Marshall 
was 


present and stated that the health 
department wished to eliminate 
.the danger of fine dust caused by 
the old sweeper and that the enly 
way to do this, was by the use of 
a flnsher. 


Paving Extension 


An ordinance for the paving of 


"Walnut street 
between Second 


and TVater streets was passed and 
it is estimated that the -work can 
be kept "within a limit of $3.500. 
Bonds will be sold in the denom- 
ination of $500 bearing

Mahon Cox is now governor of Ohio, 
the fort;.-Kixili man to hold the high- 
est oilier: in the K'fi of the state. The 
inauguration for^njonics proper were 
simple and brief, but the parade, re- 
ewjtion and ball contributed »he spec- 
Ihc-ulur feauires. and permitted the 
general public to assist in the cele- 
bration. 


Governor-elect Cox was conducted 


to the slate house from his home by 
an escort of cavalry and citizens at 
l-:Sf. He went direct to the gover- 
nor's office, n-here retiring Governor 
Judson Harmon was waiting. Shortly 
after 11 o'clock the governors and 
party ascended to the platform that 
had been erected in the rotunda. Ou 
the platform were seated Lieutenant 
Governor Xichols, Senate President 
Pro Tern Green, Speake- Charles L. 
Swain and Use legislative_,and citi- 
zens" inaugural committees. The pro- 
gram was opened by the Fourth Reg- 
iment band, followed by the Demo- 
cratic Glee club. Invocation was pro- 
nounced by Rev. V.". C. Hale of Day- 
ton, Go\emor Cox's pastor, and Unit- 
ed States Judge John E. Sater. the 
president of the day. delivered a brief 
address, in which he presented the 
new governor. Governor Harmon th?n 
delivered to Go\crnor Cox his official 
commission. 


This brought the ceremony up to 


the noon hour, and just as the bells 
were clanging the hour, with his hand 
resting on the family Bible, which had 
descended to him from 
his grand- 


father. Governor Cox spoke the words 
which pletis;«d him to uphold the con- 
stitution and laws of the state oE 
Ohio and administer them to the best 
of his abi!it\.

Eastern Ohio, five miles from a rail- 
road, lives a man who is gradually 
building up a profitable poultry busi- 


~ H i s farm :s quite hilly, some of 
entirely too rough for cropping. Re- 


alizing the futility of trying to raise 
cultivated crops on hilly land, he has 
aken to poultry. His land is natura!- 
y well drained, has an unfailing sup- 
ply of spring water, and has sheltered 
southern slopes, affording plenty ci 
ange. One of his big problems is to 
grow as much of his feed as possible. 
Alfalfa, of which he now has about 
five acres, is going to help consider- 
ably. He says, though, that with all 
be raised last year he. bad to buy 300 
bushels of corn. 


During the past season he raised 600 


chickens. These are housed in mod 
era, though inexpensive, houses, his 
houses, hoppers for feeding, etc, are 
mostly of lus own design and construe 
lion. For several years this man has 
been buying up the eggs in bis neigh 
borhood and shipping them direct to a 
retailer in Psusburg. All the eggs ha 
bandies are of known freshness. The} 
are gathered das!y, stored in a coo 
place and shipments are made at leas: 
twice a week 
In thU way eggs ship 


ped one day can be placed on the Puts- 
burg market the next- No effort is 
made to grade the eggs, either as to 
size or color. However, it is worth 
remarking, the retailer does grade 
them ar.d siaicp on each the date i 
was received. He has a select trade 
that demands un:formity. Despite th 
fact that the eggs go to market unse- 
lected. the farmers have been able to 
realize several cents more per dozen 
than could be obtained at the n«ar-by 
village. 


The owner of the farm above re- 


ferred to, however, concluded that the 
eggs he ^ as producing from a pure- 
bred strain of fowls ought to command 
a better price than he couid obtain fo 
them when shipped with the ones he 
purchased frott r..s neighbors. He cor 
responded v^i;1; a Xew York dealer 
who caters ;o select trade, and sue 
ceeded in arranging for the sale o 
s-.ich of lr.s eggs as would meet th 
reqniremeiii 
\ccording to the ar 


ransemeau as soon as he has a crat 
filled * ah his eggs, they are eipresset 
at once to New York. By reason o 
the high quality of his product he 
able to realize a fancy price, a pric 
far bejond that which he is able t 
secure for the mixed lot sent to th 
other market.
